Raw Materials 


Vital to Japan, 
Kinsley Finds 


Second of a series of articles by 
Mr. Kinsley, who has been in the 
orient with Gen. Wood this summer, 
and whose opportunities for obser- 
vation of the Japane@ attitude and 
purposes has, therefore, been excep- 
tional.

What Japan intends to get at the 


| Washington conference is pretty well 


understood in the orient at least. It 
is.a constant supply of raw materials 
for her fast growing industries. This 
ig more vital to her than new lands 
for settlers. The Japanese have al- 
ready demonstrated that they do hot 
emigrate and colonize in great num- 
bers. 

Crossing the mainiand of Javan, one 
cannot fail to be impressed with the 
thoroughness with which the land is 
being used. Even the hills are ter- 
raced to find earth pockets for rice 
planting. It is a tidy land with clean, 
industrious people ready to smile at 
travelers, even Americans. But one 
does not get the idea that here is e 
dense population pushing each other 
into the sea. 


Explodes “ Crowded” Theory. 

I think this overcrowded theory, 
which is taken as a fact basis for most 
arguments on the Japanese question, 
may be something of a fallacy. Why 
haven't they gone to Formosa and 
Corea and their own north island of 
Hokkaide, or to the pleasant islands 
with uncultivated acres given to them 
by the Paris conference? Difficilties 
in each case, perhaps, but necessity 
has not yet driven them to overcome 
these difficulties. They certainly are 
not pilgrim fathers and mothers. 

There is undoubtedly resentment in 
Japan against Americans, and I heard 
instances of threats and street dis- 
courtesies in Nagasaki, Kobe, and Yo- 
Kohama. This is because the Japanese 
press has presented us to their people 
as a selfish nation of Yankees secking 
to keep Japan out of her rightful place 
in the sun, insulting her in California, 
blocking her in Mexico and Latin 
America and the Philippines, opposing 
her in her very front door yard in 
Asia. But every one was cheerful and 
pleasant enough where I happened to 


go. 
Echoes of U. S. Everywhere, 


The Japanese have made the most 
of their beloved country, which is sin- 
gularly like the coast region of Call- 
fornia. Even the few billboards one 
sees are artistically painted and placed. 
In the giant factory towns they show 
genius for organization and achieve- 
ment. There is one great iron and 
steel factory in the south that looks 
like the environs of Pittsburgh. Wom- 
en work by the side of the men in 
factories and fields and shipyards, coal- 
ing great liners at Nagasaki. 

California, Yap, military occupation 
of Shantung and Vladivostok — these 
are the trading points which the as- 
tute diplomats of Nippon have built up 
to use as later concessions. The Japa- 
nese policy regayding Shantung, for 
instance, is thought to be to return the 
political control of the peninsula to 
China and to retain only the mining, 
railroad and industrial concessions 
which China conceded to her under the 
fdmous twenty-one demands of 1915. 
In the eyes of the traders of other na- 
tions this would be to return the empty 
husk. 

Significant Three Words. 

Japan wants the open door main- 
tained in China with the assurance 
that each nation may retain undis- 
turbed control of interests already ac- 
quired. The last three words contain 
the nubbin. The question for’ the 
Washington conference, first, is wheth- 
er the treaties which embody the 
twenty-one demands are to be regarded 
as. facts accomplished, or whether 
Japan is to be forced to surrender her 
hard won advantages, as she was 
forced years ago to surrender Liaotung 
peninsula to China through the clever

BANKER KILLED 
SELF HOTEL 
FLA 


Daughter on Way to 
Claim Body. 


Warren C. Spurgin, absconding pres- 
ident of the wrecked Michigan Avenue 
Trust company, killed himself in the 
Pershing hotel, Miami, Fia., last Fri- 
day morning. He had registered under 
the name of C. Hayden. 

His body was identified yesterday by 
W. F. Bennett of Miami, a former 
Chicago broker and, until two years 
ago, an intimate friend of the abscond- 


ing banker. 

Bennett’s identification was supple- 
mented by those who knew the dead 
man during his six weeks’ stay at the 
hotel here. In every case, they said 
the features as shown by Spurgin’s 
photograph were identical with those 
of ‘‘C. Hayden.” 

Six weeks ago a florid faced, heavy 
set and fashionably dressed man regis- 
tered at the hotel. To other guests 
he appeared,very nervous. His only 
known friend was a man reputed to 
have made a fortune in Mexico— 
whence Spurgin was reputed to have 
fled from Chicago, leaving a shortage 
of more than $1,500,000 at his bank. 

Seemed Greatly Worried. 

Flote! employés declared he continu- 
ally appeared worried and despondent. 
He was well supplied with funds. He 
was a “man of mystery.” He never 


left laundry at the hotel office, but al-| . 


ways carried it out himself. 

- And Thursday afternoon he went to 
his room and carefully prepared for 
death. Laundry marks, trade marks— 
even the linings of his neckties and 
shoes were ripped out. Not a single 
identifying mark was left. 

Friday morning a maid entering his 
room found him lying on his bed, a 
38 caliber automatic pistol clutched 
in his hand. One bullet had been fired 
through the right temple into, his 
brain. 

Police were at a loss as to his iden- 
tity. Then came a rumor that he was 
Spurgin, wanted in Chicago. : 

Bennett, the former friend, heard 
the rumor. Out of curiosity he went 
to the undertaking parlor and inspected 
the body. 

“Tt is Spurgin!” he exclaimed. “I 
am positive. I cannot be mistaken, for 
I knew him intimately. 

Tells of Last Meeting. 

“The last time I saw him was in 
Hotel La Salle, Chicago. We often 
met there and ate and drank together. 
We used to take frequent rides in his 
automobile. We were very close 
friends.” 

Miami dispatches last night did not 
say whether any money had been 
found in the effects of the dead bank- 
er. But, according to Clarence A. 
Beutel, former cashier of Spurgin’s 
bank, his life was heavily insured, and 
his estate will go toward the settle- 
ment of his shortage. 

Beutel said he had received a mes- 
sage from Bennett, who knew Spurgin 
intimately and his identification could 
be relied upon. 

Spurgin’s wife and daughter could 
not be located last night. Their neigh- 
bors, however, said that the daughter 
had already left for Miami to make 
certain identification of the body. The 
Miami hotel officials, it is said, will get 
the $2,500 reward offered for the miss- 
ing banker. 

3 How the Storm Broke.

Avenue Trust company was closed by 
the state bank examiner pending in- 
vestigation.. 3 

Next day the storm broke. An enor- 
mous shortage in Spurgin’s own ac- 
counts was Giscovered. Then it was 
found ‘that his wife and daughter, 
Vivian, had vanished. 

Two days later it was learned, 
through Herman Byler, a University 
of Chicago student, that Mrs. Spurgin 
and her daughter were in Detroit. 


They admitted that Spurgin had filed, | 


after confessing to them that his short- 
age was more than a half million dol- 
lars. 

They were brought back to Chicago, 
and told Assistant ‘State’s Attorney 
James E. McShane that Spurgin had 
fled to Mexico. ; 

Trail Leads to Mexico. 

Then came the following of a long, 
long trail, which led through Ouray, 
Colo., and E) Paso, Tex., to a hacienda 
near Chihuahua City, Mexico. Finally 
it was declared that he had feund ref. 
uge within the armed camp of Fran- 
cisco Villa and that Villa had declared 
that he could not be taken alive. 

Detectives from the state’s attorney's 
office and from private agencies were 
sent to Mexico in search of him, but 
failed. 

The bank has been reorganized as 
the Equitable Trust company, with a 
new set of officials. The new bank as- 
sumed ‘all the liabilities of the old in- 
stitution.

About 12,000 armed men, including 
4,000 troops from the garrison of Paris, 
several thousand republican guards on 
horseback, and every available police 
man in Paris, deterred the handful of 
Reds who appeared in answer to their 
chieftain’s summons.

OBJECT IS A SUBWAY. 


There is said to be considerable curiosity in the 
city hall, where politicians “want to know what 
is the low down on THE TRIBUNE'S trying to geta 
subway.”

IT IS, INDEED, A MAD 
WORLD. 


Sacco and Vanzetti, two Italians who have lived 
im the United States ten years without becom- 
ing citizens, who escaped the draft by going to 
Mexico, and who have been Red propagandists, 
have been found guilty of murder by a Massachu- 
setts jury. They were charged with killing the 
paymaster of a South Braintree shoe concern and 


his guard in an attempt to steal the pay roll. They 


are to be sentenced Nov. 1. 
Some American liberals and radicals fear, or are 
convinced, for reasons which we have not seen ex- 


plained, that justice is being imposed upon to rail- 


road to the gallows men who are guilty only of 
being radicals. This view has spread to Europe. 

Consequently French Communists blow up the 
English valet of the American ambassador to 
France in his Paris residence because two Italians 
have been found guilty by an American jury of 
murdering two American business men in a Massa- 
chusetts town. 

This gets us nearer to a mad world than any- 
thing has since it was explained by Prof. Herrick 
that Italy went to war against Austria because a 


’ German submarine blew up a British ship carry- 


ing American passengers. 


THE PASSING OF 
BOLSHEVISM. 


Putting aside excuses and predictions, lenin’s 
most recent pronouncement is a confession that 
Russia cannot get along without a, middle class 
and capitalist enterprise. Lenin declares in his 
latest speech that the revolution at this stage can 
have only a bourgeois democratic character and 
that it must devote itself chiefly to removing the 
last vestiges of feudalism and medievalism. 

Of course, this is an admission that the moderate 
Socialists, not to say the Democratic Constitution. 
alists, were right and the bolsheviki to that extent 
wrong. It is an admission that the slaughter of 
thousands of patriotic, sane Russians who saw 
what Lenin now sees and who wished to save the 
Russian people from the cruelty and fanatic folly 
of the Lenin-Trotzky policy was not only unneces- 
sary but damning to the progress of Russia. 

We cannot expect blood drenched bolshevism to 
make explicit confession of its cruel mistake. But 
its deeds speak louder than any words and its 
program, now hopelessly compromised and in effect 
repudiated, stands out for the condemnation of 
civilization. 

Russia, in spite of the disaster in which it has 
been engulfed by Communist fanaticism, despite 
the horror of famine and disease and the demorali- 
zation of the machinery of civilized living, is re- 
ported to be giving signs of revival. But these 
signs are the result of the concessions of the dic- 
tatorship to the instinct of private property and 
private initiative. Cotperative enterprises are 
springing up and also private business, with the 
consent of the government. Lenin himself con- 
cedes that Russia's production cannot be raised 
without the aid of private interest and individual 
initiative. There is nothing substantial or essential 
in the present program which the men slain ruth- 
lessly by Lenin and his associated bigots wov!4 
not have approved and brought about promptly. 
If they were counter-revolutionists, as they were 

executed for being, Lenin himself deserves now to 

face a firing squad. 

- Of course, Lenin camoufiages repudiation in Com- 
munist jargon. He says: “The presept return to 
capitalism is not the reéstablishing of private own- 

ership but of personal commuunistic interests.” 
Whatever that means, the facts are private owner- 
ship is retstablished, in land first and af late in 
other forms of property. The experiment in try- 
ing to make the Russians work without the in- 
centive of private property has broken down. 
‘Lenin says the Communist must now work by the 
side of thé capitalist, and even let him get rich, 

} learning from him what is necessary to make “ the 
true Communist republic.” What the Russian 
worker will do in fact is acquire a respect for pri- 
vate ownership. Slowly a new middie class will 
appear and will exercise an authority over Rus- 
sian affairs which their enterprise and intélligence 

justify. 

Friends of Russian progress will welcome the 
passing of the night which bolshevism ushered in. 
inexcusable cruelties and the abysma: 


futility of the Communist experiment remain a 
morally nauseating memory. 

Russia released from bondage by degrees will 
evolve her own institutions. They will not be like 
ours, for the temperament, character, and expert: 
ence of the Russian people are different from ours. 
The Russian seems to prefer a greater measure of 
collective organization, to be less individualistic. 
than we or the man of western Europe from which 
we derive. His Asiatic blood and his experience 
alike make for this. Theorists who ignore this fact 
and expect him to adopt western ideas and 
methods are, we think, mistaken. But freed from 
the fundamental fallacies and oppression of bol- 
shevism, we may expect that the Russian genius, 
so rich in many respects, so admirable, will de- 
velop a civilization and institutions of its own, from 
which the world will profit. Right minded people 
will hope for this and aid its evolution so far as 
they are able. When bolshevism has destroye¢ 


‘| ftself, as it is speedily doing, aid will be possible. | 


TEETH FOR THE RAILROAD 
LAW. 


One feature of the railroad unions’ protest 
against the railroad labor board decisions is that 
the board is unable to force the roads to comply 
with its rulings; and that therefore it cannot prop- 
erly force the unions to comply. They say that 
if the roads can ignore board rulings’ without pen- 
alty the unions have the same right. | 

If their first premise is correct their moral posi- 
tion is unassailable. However that may be, this 
position was not taken until after the board ruled 


to the unions’ disadvantage. When the senate 


| passed the Esch-Cummins law creating the labor 


board the bill contained penalties for noncompli- 
ance with the board’s findings. The unions op- 
posed the penalties and they were removed. Thus 
the lack of “teeth” of which the unions now com- 
plain is due to their own efforts. 

Nevertheless, we believe this lack should be cor- 
rected. A powerless board is dangerous in that it 
may lay the groundwork for such disputes as the 
present. It should have, power to enforce its 
decisions and command respect of both sides. 

Also the labor board’s function should belong 
to the interstate commerce commission. That body 
fixes the rate of income for the roads. At present 
the labor board determines the greater part of the 
outgo. Obviously, one is so closely related to the 
other that they cannot safely be considered inde- 
pendently. The labor board is supposed to deter- 
mine wages on the basis of living costs, etc. It 
cannot determine them without reference to the 
carriers’ ability to pay, and this is now fixed with 
little relation to payments by the commerce com- 
mission. The two points at issue should be settled 
by one body. | 

We should have “teeth” in the board, and the 
body which fixes wages should also fix the rate of 
income from which such wages are to be paid. 
There is something definite for the government to 
accomplish with relation to the/strike. With such 
a law we probably would not now have the strike 
situation, and if we did have it we would have 
power to adjust it. 


RATE REDUCTION. 

With railroad earfings wiped out and bank- 
ruptcy threatened, rate reduction, it was realized 
by the country, was out of the question. For 
months after the collapse of business after the 
peak of 1920, it was clear that even had the rail- 
roads been able to reduce their rates without 
bringing about a crisis, the reduction would not 
have been met by increased movement of goods. 
It could not have stimulated business because the 
situation was the result of many other factors, not 
the least of them being one of those psychological 
reactions which economists do not allow for. Buy- 
ing in America had suddenly stopped in a reaction 
from several years of unrestrained spending. The 
exchange and other factors had stopped foreign 
buying. No rate reduction could help. 

Buconditions have improved, as recent railway 
earnings prove. These earnings are not likely to 


‘be fully maintained and they cannot be adopted 


fairly as a basis of readjusting rates at this time. 
Yet buying has begun to respond to the drastic 
price deflation of the last year, and the psychology 
of the buyer in this country has been gradually 
changing. | 

It seems fair therefore to suggest that a reason- 
able reduction of rates would be compensated by 
an increase of traffic and that it would be a sub- 
stantial stimulant to business restoration. The 
position of the railroads, upon which the financial 
stability and business prosperity of the country so 
directly and vitally depends, begins to justify ex- 
periment in the common interest. Many traffic 
experts will still be fearful, but others, we believe, 


will favor proper reductions. If this is tried, and 
a beginning has been made by the Interstate Com- 
merce commission on grain rates, we believe the 
public will appreciate the effort to help the general 
situation, and the railroads will have a support of 
public opinion which they will sacrifice if their 
policy is timid and selfish.

The railroad executives have offered to take the only 
possible way out of the transportation difficulty. Inci- 
dentally they have also called the bluff of the railroad 
unions.

reduction of about 10 per cent, with the promise to 
pass on the reduction to the public in the form of 
lower rates, the conference in Chicago has broken up 
and a strike call has been issued. 

The union heads say that they are amazed and that 

the executives must be candidates for lunatic asylums. 
The statement issued by Mr. Cuyler after the execu- 
tives’ conference shows that they are perfectly sane. 
It is useless to talk optimistic generalities about 
lowering railroad rates without regard for the facts 
of the case. The railroads, as Mr. Cuyler shows, 
were unable to lay by a surplus from the prosperous 
War years, since they were not allowed to advance 
their rates in proportion to the rise of commodity 
prices. They cannot, therefore, carry a reduction of 
rates on the basis of past earnings. They cannot 
reduce rates out of present earnings. In 1920 they 
earned one-third of 1 per cent on their investment. 
In this year their earnings have improved, but they 
have nowhere approximated the 6 per cent contem- 
plated by the transportation act, and in the case of 
many roads they have been absorbed in making up 
past deficiencies. They cannot reduce rates by de- 
ferring maintemance charges; the equipment is al- 
ready depreciating to a dangerous extent. 

The country needs a reduction of rates. Transpor- 
tation charges are at present disproportionate to com- 
modity prices But tne only way in which the roads 
can effect such a reduction is by cutting wages, which 
are higher on the roads at present than in similar 
work elsewhere, All the strike votes in the world will 


not serve to alter that fact. A general strike will not | 


alter the fact. It will do more than anything else, 
perhaps, to halt the gradual return to normal condi- 
tions which is already under way. It will be wasteful, 
disastrous. It will accomplish nothing,

EPES RANDOLPH IS DEAD. 
PES BANDOLPH, president of 
most of the Southern Pacific inter- 
ests in the far southwest, died re- 
cently at Tucson. When a young 

man he was a prominent railroad engi- 
neer in the east, building bridges across 
the Ohio and doing other worthwhile 
things. There was no more promising 
railroad man of his age in the country. 
Then came consumption. 

Forty years ago he was sent to Arizona 
to battle against his disease in the dry 
country. He laid up until his fever had 


disease had stopped, and 
into the game. 


When about 25 he laid out the Southern 
Pacific main line west of San Antonio. 
Later he built and managed the electric 
system of the Los Angeles end of Cali- 
fornia. He was president as well as 
builder of practically all the railroads in 
Arizona except the Saata Fé and the El 
Paso lines. He concetved the idea of a 
system of railroads down the west coast 


then he got back 


of Mexico to reach to the City of Mexico 
and to open up thé great mineral district 
of the west coast mountain country. Un- 
fortunately, before the great system was 
completed President Diaz fell, and then 
began the series of revolutions from 
which Mexico is just now emerging. 

When the Colorado river had bursf its 
bank and was flooding the Imperial val- 
ley, converting it into the Salton sea, 
private corporations and even the federal] 
government found themselves powerless. 
President Roosevelt sent for Mr. Harri- 
man and asked him if his men could 
dam the break in the river bank. 
“ Sure,” Harriman said; “ Ran- 
dolph can do it.” The commission was 
given him. He built a trestle loop cir- 
cling across the break and back. He es- 
sembled on the sidings from San Antonio 
to San Francisco a multitude of freight 
trains consisting ef flat cars loaded with 
broken stone. When the signa} was 
given, a procession of freight trains 
began moving slowly and continuously 
across the break, unloading stone into 
the water as they moved. Never for a 
second was there a letup in the unloading 
of stone from the time the first train 
started until the washout was closed. 
Epes Randolph had done what the gods 
had done in the making of the world— 
he had saved the Imperial valley from 
the sea, that it might be made into a 
garden. 

No great enterprise has been projected 
in Arizona for a generation without first 
getting the views of Epes Randolph. He 
was the same type of Colossus, the same 
mixture of visions and clearheaded busi- 
ness sense, the same dreamer of dreams 
and hardheaded man of decision, the 
same al) envisaging and all powerful per-

States naval radio system on the Pa 
cific The Tribune has been delivering 
daily since Oct. 10 about 5,000 words of 
news to the World Press Congress, in 
session since that date in Honolulu, 
Hawaiian islands. *% 

Some weeks before the congress 
opened The Tribune learned from Riley 
Alien, editor of the Honolulu Star-

to the Hawatian islands consisted of 
500 words daily.

Two men were killed and a third, 
who ruShed to their rescue, was over- 
come late yesterday when a gaspipe 
in .a tunnel used for carrying electric 
wires, telephone trunk lines, and gas 
mains burst at State and Van Buren| 
streets. Workmen said a manhole | 
cover dropping on the pipe in the tun- 
nel caused the accident. 

The dead are John Bazo, 34 years 
old, 2822 South State street, a laborer 
for the Chicago service lines, and John 
Marjo, 28, who lived near 28th and 
South State streets. William McDer- 
‘mott, a fireman attached to squad No. 
1, was the man overcome by fumes. 
He was revived by the aid of a pul- 
motor. 

Great Crowd Gathers. 

Policemen were rushed to the scene 
to keep back the thousands of pedes- 
trians who, scenting something wrong, 
pressed close to the open manhole. 

Immediately on their arrival 
precautions were taken to Keep fire or 
lights of any kind away from the open 
main, from which the gas was pour- 
ing. 

Fred Childs, foreman of the gang 
of laborers in which the two men were 
working, said the accident was caused 
when the manhole cover was dropped 
into the main. His account, pieced to-
